DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION 
NUMBER  872  - 1953 

WHEREAS,  Schenkel  Realty,  Inc.,  owner  of  Lots  numbered 
twenty-nine  (29),  thirty  (30)  and  thirty-one  (31)  in  Baker's 
Addition  to  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  in  Allen  County,  Indiana, 
which  real  estate  immediately  abuts  on  the  north  side  of  the 
first  alley  south  of  Baker  Street  in  said  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
and  The  Pennsylvania.

WHEREAS , said  Board  of  Public  Works  having  determined  that 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  an  overhead  structure  over  a 
part  of  said  alley  would  not  be  detrimental  to  or  inconsistent 
with  free  use  of  the  easement  of  the  public  in  such  alley  and 
that  such  overhead  structure  would  be  beneficial  to  the  public  by

WHEREAS,  said  Board  of  Public  Works  desires  to  grant  said 
petition,  provided  that  no  part  of  said  overhead  structure  shall 
be  constructed  below  sixteen  (16)  feet  above  the  surface  of  such 
alley  measured  in  perpendicular  lines.

Inc.,  owner  of  Lois  numbered  twenty-nine  (29),  thirty  (30)  and 
thirty-one  (31)  In  Baker’s  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
in  Allen  County,  Indiana,  which  real  estate  immediately  abuts 
on  the  north  side  of  the  first  alley  south  of  Baker  Street  In 
said  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
operating  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  Company,
